To begin then, We were told, 
Men into Buſineſs, that they ſettled a Cor- 
reſpondence with France, by negotiating 
clandeſtine Articles of Peace; which, tho 
they were of the greateſt Importance, were 
wholly truſted to the Management of two 
— U who whilſt they 
were betraying the Intereſt of their Nation, 
had in it themſelves no Property to looſe :; 
Nor could we in hs a better 
Chief of the Mini- 
ſtry, whoſe Servant was hang'd for keeping 
a treaſonable Intelligence with Verſailles, 
had himſelf appear'd to be no Stranger to 
that Court. We were told, that notwith- 
ſtanding one of the Articles of the Grand 
Alliance in expreſs Terms requires, That 
no Treaty of Peace ſhall ſo much as be ſer 
on Foot by any one of the Allies without 
the Knowledge and Conſent of all the reſt, 
yet that theſe 1 had been car - 
ry d on for many Months, and even brought 
to a Concluſion, before any one of the 
Confederates were made privy to the leaſt 
Step in them; and to E this if 

B we 
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we compare the Preliminaries which Count 
Gallas publiſh'd, (and the Government at 
that Time deny'd) with the Articles of 
Peace agreed on at Utrecht, we ſhall find 
but little Difference between them. We 
were told, my Lord, that this Peace was 
no leſs ſcandalous in its Nature, than in 
the Methods by which it was obtain d; 
and that by it the Whole which we had 
for the Courſe of ſo many Years been fight- 
wg for, was at once abandoned to the E- 
nemy, and that, even at a time when we 
were in a condition of demanding our own 
Terms, which France durſt not then have 
deny'd us. We were told, that before his 
Grace the Duke of O—— produced thoſe 
execrable Orders for not Fighting, he had 
given the Dutch and the Emperor's Mini- 
ners all poſſible Aſſurances, that he would 
act in concert with them, by which means 
he was admitted into a great part of the 
Secrets of their Meaſures that Campaign. 
We were told, that when that unhappy 
General withdrew from the Scene of Acti- 
on with his Troops to Ghent, that if the 
Forces in the Confederate Camp, then un- 
der the Pay of Great- Britain, had liſtned 
to the Propoſals he was commanded to 
e them, and had follow'd him in his 
Retreat, the whole Army of the _ 
$7 * m 
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muſt have been at the Mercy of the Ene- 
my. We were told, that by this ſhameful 
Peace, which contrary to the Grand Alli- 
ance gave up Spain and the Weſt-Indies to 
a Prince of the Houſe of Bourbon, our 
Trade would be reduc'd to a Trifle, and 
Portugal and Brazil with all its inexhauſti- 
ble Mines, would ſoon fall into the Hands 
of the Univerſal Monarch Lewis; fo that 
in a ſhort time, poor Exgland would have 
no ſhare in the Gold of America, but what 
came over to bribe her Miniſters. We 
were told, that the Fiſhery, which by the 
Treaty of Peace is permitted to the French 
upon the Coaſts of Newfoundland, was di- 
realy contrary to an Act of Parliament 
made in the Reign of King William, in or- 
der to prevent all Strangers from Fiſhing in 
thoſe Parts. We were told, that the Brave 
and Generous Catalans (who had receiv'd 
under her Majeſty's Hand, many repeated 
Alſurances, that ſhe wou'd procure for 
them all their Ancient Privileges) were 
bately Deſerted and Abandon'd, to be 
made a Sacrifice to the Reſentment of Phi- 
lip, when the bare Interceſſion of our Mi- 
niſtry might have ſecured them: Bur they 
were too great Lovers of Slavery to be- 
friend ſuch glorious Aſſerters of Liberty! 
We were told, that though our Stateſmen 
e B 2 here 
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here at Home, amus d us with idle hopes 
of having Dunkirk demoliſb d, yet that by 
private Agreements, that was not to be 
effected, till ſuch time as the King of 
France ſhould have provided himſelf with 
a much better Port upon the ſame Coaſt, 
and that the Equivalent for this trifling 
Conceſſion, was no leſs than the Treaty of 
Commerce. But I ſhall omit the many 
Reflections, that we were told might be 
made upon this Felonious Treaty, ſince the 
Scandalouſneſs of it cannot more evidently 
be made appear from any one Circumſtance, 
than that the worſt Parliament which ever 
fat in this Iſland, could not be brought to 
digeſt it. We were told, that our Miniſtry 
paid Penſions to ſeditious Highlanders, that 
ly avowed the Pretender's Cauſe ; and 
that they fail'd not of uſing their utmoſt En- 
deavours(how they ſucceeded I need not ſay) 
to procure as many Repreſentatives of the 
Peerage in Scotland, that favoured the Jaco- 
bite Intereſt, as was poſſible. We were 
told of frequent Diſcoveries of a Correſ- 
pondence with St. Germains firſt, and after- 
wards with Lorreiz ; and that when a cer- 
tain Viſcount made a Voyage into France, 
to receive the Bounty of his Country's Ene- 
mies, he did not return to his native Land, 
without paying firſt his Duty to his vagrant

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_foreiga Prince, how our poor 
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Maſter, We were told, that the voluptu- 
ous Secretary had drove with ſo much Ex- 
2 that all things were almoſt ripe 
an Invaſion,and that the Pretender would 

not have been abſent long from this Nation, 
had not the unforeſeen Accident of the 
Queen's Death prevented all their Deſigns, 
and rendered all their Schemes abortive. 
We were every Day alarmed with the 
News of Outlaw'd Papiſts and Nonjurers, 
that were even admitted into the Palace 
at St. James's, and heard of nothing but 
Prieſts and Abbots that were employ'd to 
negotiate our Deſtruction, by a Miniſtry 
that could pretend to have no Friends, but 
the Enemies of Great-Britain. In ſhort, 
every Day we were told of ſome new Step 
that theſe great Men had taken towards our 
Ruin, and were well aſſured that their very 
Quarrels were the reſult of a Jealouſy the 
reſt had conceived of their Chief, as if he 
was not making hafte enough to compleat 
our Miſery. To ſum up all in one Word, 
we were told by the eminenteſt Patri 

and particularly by your Lordſhip, (who 
never yet. appear'd backward in attacking 
the Foes of your Country) that it might 
ſoon be made evident, how our Nation and 
its Liberties were fold and betrayed to a 


n was 
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deluded and lulPd aſleep by an artful Train 
of Lies, and how the publick Treaſure 
was 2 away in the vileſt and moſt 
profuſe manner; ſome of it being employ- 
ed in buying that very Peace, which was 
our oma. ihr a few Stateſmen were 
_ enriching themſelves with the Remainder, 
or paying their mp1 with it, for the 
Drudgery of acting againſt their Conſcience. 
I had like to have omitted the barbarous 
Uſage that the Proteſtant Commons of Ire. 
land met with, when for their Zeal for the 
Cauſe of Liberty they. were very near being 
maſſacred by the Papiſts, who always pro- 
ved hearty Friends to the late Wretches in 
Power, and proper Tools for their ſcan- 
dalous Agent in that Country. 


This, my Lord, was the Charge brought 
againſt the late Miniſtry, not only in Print, 
but alſo in both the Houſes of Parliament;

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I am well aware, my Lord, that ſome 
very cautious Men, at leaſt ſome who will 
make Caution their Pretence, may think it 
impolitick, if not unſafe, for a King, but 
newly ſettled on the Throne, to begin with 
Executions, and with ſhedding the Blood 
of his Subjects. But when by the Trial of 
theſe Men, it ſhall appear, that they only 
ſuffer for oppreſſing the Nation, it will knit 
the Hearts of all honeſt Britons more ſtrong- 
to their Monarch, whio thus nobly re- 
venges their Wrongs. And indeed the 
very Act of Settlement, as if it bad foreſeen 
the bad Miniſters we were likely to have, 
as well as the Clemency natural to our new 
King, has put it out of his Power to be gen- 
tle to the Enemies of his Country, by 
- making his Pardon no Bar to a Parliamen- 
tary Impeachment. So that it is not his 
acting in, but meerly countenancing the Pro- 
ſecution of ſuch Men that i, deſired; and 
when he has ſhewn his Reſentment in fo 
juſt a manner againſt his moſt profefs*& E- 
nemies, it will intimidate the reſt from da- 
ring to appear ſo. It wa, the want of
